He spoke of my assigninent, 
which, os had been my impression 
from his nv we of May 2, was to 
command a division, and told me that 
it bad been made upon his recom 
mendation, 

General Seott outlined the general 
pluns in so far as anything definite 
hud been determined. Beginning with 
February 3, the war college division 
of the general staff presented a num- 
ber of recommendations for action fn 
the event of war with the central 
powers. One was for the enactment 
of n draft law and others referred to 
the size of the army to be organized 
und the necessity for the procurement 
of equipment und supplies. 


Chagrined by Unpreparedness. 


March 15, acting under instructions | 


of the chief of staff, the war college 
division ubmitted a more detailed | 
scheme for raising an army of 500,000 | 


men. But these were all eleventh 


hour s stions and no definite action 
was taken on any of them until May 
18, when congress passed the lav 
authorizing the increase of military 
estublishment through the application 
of the draft. 

I was really more chagrined than 
astonished to realize that so little had 
heen done when there were so many 
things that might have been done long 
before. It had been apparent to every 
body for months that we were likely 
to be forced into the war and a state 
of war had actually existed for sev 
eral weeks, yet scarcely a start: had 
been made to prepare for It, The War

Harbord Chief of Staff. 

Obviously it was ndvisable to choose 
my staff as soon as practicable, After 
studying the records of several officers 
of my acquaintance and of others who 
were recommended for the position, I 
chose Maj. James G Harbord. His 
efliciency In every grade from the day 
of his enlistment as a private In the 
army in January, 1880, was not only 
of record but was well known to those 
with whom he had served, 

Throughout the war Harbord never 
hesitated a moment to express his 
opinion with the utmost frankness, no 
matter how radically it might differ 
from my own, nor did he ever fail to 
carry out instructions faithfully even 
when they were not In accord with 
his views. Entirely unselfish, he la- 
bored incessantly for what he believed 
to be the best interests of our armies. 
His ability, his resourcefulness, his 
faculty for organization, and, above 
all, his loyalty, were outstanding qual- 
ities, and these, together with a com- 
pelling personality, made him tnvalu- 
able to the nation In this important 
position, 

After consultation with the perma- 
manent heads of staff and supply de- 
partments, and with no little insistence 
on my part In more than one instance, 
the corresponding representatives to 
accompany me were designated, and 
they In turn chose their assistants. 
Although the list d'd not include all I 
would have selected, as some were not 
available, yet all rose to important 
places in the final organization, except 
one or two who failed in health, 

The total number in my party that 
ed on the Baltic was as follows: 


The method of raising our armies by 
conscription was based on studies 
made by the war college under Instruc- 
tions from General Scott. President 
Wilson recommended the plan to con- 
gress April 7, 1917, but the draft act 
wags not passed until May 18, forty- 
two davs after the declaration of war, 

Roosevelt Offer Rejected. 

The appeal of Col, Theodore Roose- 
velt at this time for permission to 
raise n volunteer division aroused pop- 
ular sentiment throughout the country 
in his favor, but approval would have 


opened the door for many other ap- 
plications and the policy would have 
interfered materially with the orderly 
und businesslike application of the 
draft law.

The secretary of war, much to the 


disappointment of Colonel Roosevelt, 
wisely made an adverse decision in 
his case, which was confirmed by the 
President. It was evident that both 


Mr. Wilsen and Secretary Baker were 
ooking for trained leaders and were 
determined to avoid the embarrass 
ment President Lincoln experienced in 
the Civil war, when he was more or 
less driven to fill many high positions 
with political appointees who, in the 
end, had to be replaced by men trained 
in the military profession. 
Roosevelt's Plea for Sons. 

The following letter from Colonel 
Roosevelt, dated Muay 17, 1917, will 
show his own fine attitude: 

“My Dear General Pershing: 

“IT very heartily congratulate 
you, and especially the people of 
the United States, upon your se- 
lection to lead the expeditionary 
force to the front. When I was 
endeavoring to persunde the secre- 
tury of war to permit me to raise 
a division or two of volunteers, I 
stated that If you, or some men 
like you, were to command the ex- 
peditionary force I could raise the 
divisions without trouble, 

“l write you now to request that 
my two sons, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jr., nged twenty-seven, and Archi- 
bald B, Roosevelt, aged twenty- 
three, both of Harvard, be allowed 
to enlist as privates with you, to 
xo over with the first troops, The 
former is a mujor and the latter 
ua captain in the officers’ reserve 
corps, They are at Plattsburg for 
thelr third summer, 

“My own beliof Is that compe 
tent men of their standing and 
rank can gain very little from a 
third summer at Phittsburg and 
that they shoul’ be utilized as 
officers, even if only as second 
lleutenants, But they are keenly 
lesirous to see service: and If 
they serve unde. you at the front, 
ind are not killed, they will be far 
better able to instruct the draft 
iriny next fall or next winter, or
